f Hon. A. G. MacKay Itntroduced the 
first resolution of the afternoon, and 
\the second of the convention, that call- 
ing upon the federal government for 
‘the Immediate repeal of the notorious 
‘War Times Election Act. In forceful 
}terms he denounced the act as undem- 
focratic and un-British. He character- 
Ized the operation of the act In the 
last election as nothing short of out- 
rageous In a so-called democratic 
country. In spite of the assurance of 
the deputy minister that certificates 
of naturalization were sufficient for an 
elector, the enumerators and election 
officials demanded original papers of 
naturalization. “King's English,"* 
said Mr. MacKay, “could not be too 
fetrongly used to denounce the act as 
infamous and to demand that it be im- 
mediately removed from the statute 
books of Canada.” 
It was evident that the, convention 
still felt the sting of bitterness when 
amanvbering the operation of the War 
Mies Flection Act, and the resolution 
submitted by Hon. Mr. MacKay. was 
endorsed with ringing cheers. 
Transfer of Resources 
The immediate transfer of their 
1atural resources to the three prairie 
provinces was demanded in a resolu- 
tion presented in an able manner by 
Hion. Geo. P. Smith. He dwelt upon 
the necessity of spending large sums 
to educate and develop as real Cana- 
dians the heavy foreign population in 
the West who came in as immigrants. 
Yhis obligation rested to a large ex- 
ent upon the federal government, and 
if the province was required to pro- 
wide all the means of education the 
natural resources at least should be 
available.

Premier On Ottawa Convention 
Premier Stewart was called to the 
piatform by the convention to tell of 
he Ottawa conference, He explained 
that the Western provinces had stood 
jut not only for the restoration of the 
resources but for the maintenance of 
fhe federal subsidy of $562,000 an- 
nually, this being considered nothing 
more than just in view of the allena- 
tion of lands and resources since 
autonomy. This the federal author!- 
hiew declined to do and suggested that! 
he provinces of the Hast and Weat 
settle upon the differences first. “This, 
vas an absurd proposal, as you will 
eadily see,” said the premier, “and it 
as one I protested against a vigor- 
yusiy av I knew how, When Ontario 
nd Quebec were granted their pro- 
incial rights they were not required 
o get the consent of the other prov- 
nees. Yet we were told that if the 
Vest were to geta continuation of the 
sresent subsidies, together with re- 
ourees, both Ontario and Quebec 
ould have to have very heavy in- 
reases in their federal grants. We 
ere assured by the Government at 
ittawa that we should have further 
information on the matter without de- 
y but thus far not a word has come 
respecting the matter.”

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RATES REDUCED 
MATERIALLY 


British Government Is Releasing | 
Shipping Space for Commer. | 
cial Cargoes 


MONTREAL, Jan, 16. Ocean 
freight rates @have been reduced on 
commercial traffic and the British 
government Is releasing a certain 
amount of space for commercial car- 
goes. These two facts are the first 
indication of a return to normal trane- 
Atlantic shipping. Rates all around 
show a considerable reduction and the 
indications are that by the time the 
season opens again in the port of Mon- 


| treal freight rates will have been ma- 


terlally reduced. Three montis ago 
the rate on general cargo was $6.50 
per 100 pounds. After two months at 
this figure it was reduced to $4.75 per 
100 pounds, and this week there was a 
further reduction to $2.50 per 100 
pounds, Shipping men today stated 
that there was no embargo on com- 
mercial traffic and that the reported 
embargo only concerned the govern- 
ment shipments and exports and im- 
ports and in no way affected the reg- 
ular commercial business of the coun- 
try. 


MACHINE IS | 
DEMONSTRATED 


Old-Time Miners and Prospectors | 
Favorably Impressed with 
Roberts Rotary Plant 


Quite a number of old-time miners 
and eager business men of Edmonton | 
gathered Thursday aflernoon at the | 
exhibition building on the banks 
of the Saskatchewan river, at the foot 
of 100th street, to witness the demon- 
stration of Roberts’ rotary fine gold 


| saving machine, which is attracting a 


great deal of attention in various parts 
of the country where gold exists in any 
degree. 

The new machine, the “Improved 
Rotary Alluvial Washer,” as it is call- 
ed, comes from Australia and ts de- 
signed to save the fine gold of rivers 
that is otherwise lost as far as the 
old methods of gold saving are con- 
cerned, 

Several yards of gravel taken from 
the Saskatchewan river bed’ was run 
through the machine and a test rm: 
of its ability to separate and amal 
mate the fine gold contained in these 
gravels. The results of the demonstra- 
tion will be made public when the 
“clean-up” is made on Friday and a 
test of the gold made by Professor Al- 


lan. 
Mr. Edward Bagley, mining engi- 
neer, who has made successful dem- 


onstrations with the same machine on 
the Fraser river at Hope. B. C., and 
at Vancouver, had charge of the me- 
chanical operations and explained the 
workings of the machine before he 
He claims that 
this machine is the product of thirty 
years’ experiment on the part of Wil- 
liam Roberts, a well-known mining 
engineer of Australia, and that it Is 
the only one in existence capable of 
handling enormous quargities of river 
sand and gravel and recovering there- 
from practically all their gold content. 
It is capable of handling forty cubic | 
yards of sand and gravel per hour and | 
extracts all the gold, no matter how 
fine. This is the great value of the! 
machine, he says, as it |s a much easi- 
er matter to get the coarser gold, but 
by the old method of “washing” the 
finer gold was lost. 

The demonstration was carried out 
without a hitch and the machinery ran 
like clockwork. To many present !t 
was a striking spectacle to watch the 
plant work, the large metal drum 
constantly revolving and churning up 
the gold laden gravel with its many 
propellers, the miniature Niagara car- 
rying away the valueless sand an 
bearing the platinum and other min- 
erals to the concentrating tables. 

The machine not only separates the 


| gold, but also, by méans ‘of ‘a’ éonvén- 


trator working in conjunction with it, 
saves the black sands, which have con- 
siderable value, as they are used by 
the steel companies in their blast fur- 
naces and for other purposes. 

During the denronstration there was 
considerable discussion amongst a 
number of old-timers, prospectors and 
hard-rock men, who seemed to have 
only words of praise for the apparent 
worth of the new machine,

Applications for Passports Come 
in at Rate of 100 a Day at 
Ottawa 


OTTAWA, Jan. 16,--Civilian traffic 
to Europe has opened in earnest. The 
department of external affairs ia 
flooded with applications for pass- 
ports, They are comme in at the rale 
of well over 100 a day and there are 
about 1,000 on hand, with which the 
officials of the department have been 
unable to deal. A double staff is work- 
ing on the correspondence. 

Larger offices are being secured 
So far as the Dominion government is 
concerned, no pasports are required 
for a person wishing to leave the 
country, But on arrival on the other 
side the traveller must produce a paas- 
port as evidence of his bona fides be- 
fore he will be permitted to land. 
Furthermore, the British government 
has notified the authorities here that 
war regulations in regard to leaving 
the United Kingdom are atil! in force. 


Before any person can leave the Unit- } 
ed Kingdom permission must be ob-| 


tained from the foreign office
